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Continuation of 1 3. Otiier: In regards to applicant's remarks concerning the Finality of the Office Action mailed 9 July 2008, applicant's 
representative contacted the examiner prior to the filing of the after-final amendment regarding this, and the examiner stated that since 
applicant brought this error to the attention of the examiner 4 months after the mailing of the Final office action then the finality will not be 
withdrawn and the period will not be restarted per MPEP 710.06. Applicant's remarks concerning the rejections set forth in the final office 
action are not persuasive. The claims are still unclear in view of applicant's remarks and amendments to the drawings regarding the drive 
toothed wheel 18 and the driven toothed wheel 26. It is unclear how drive toothed wheel 18 is incorporated, since new Figure 7 (reference 
character 20 should be 18, assumed to be an error in the drawing) shows drive toothed wheel 18 connected to the shaft of lever 16 in the 
same manner as driven toothed wheel 26 in Figure 3. Applicant argues that it is clear from the specification that drive toothed wheel 1 8 is 
in another "location," however, new Figure 7 does not clearly depict this, neither does the specification make the distinction between the 
connection of the drive toothed wheel 18 and/or the driven toothed wheel 26 to the lever. 
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
